status of the state's educational infrastructure 


Ohio's public schools -- indeed, the nation’s 
public schools -- face great challenges. Studies 
have shown that. in the 10 years since the 
Reagan Administration's "A Nation at Risk" high 
lighted the problems American youths faced in 
being educationally competitive with young 
people in nations such as Japan and Germany 
America has failed to close the gap with our 
major economic competitors 

In Ohio, that overarching problem of competi 
tiveness is coupled with a severe problem-of 
equity among the various school districts. Urban 
and rural school districts alike have complained 
that they do not receive enough money to ade 
quately educate their children, and assert that 
the state's system of basic aid to education 
based in large part on local tax effort and willing 
§ not create a "thorough and efficient 


quires 

The system of providing state-support based 
in part, on local millage levied cannot equalize 
the funding for taxes. Even where millage rates 
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are the same, the tax dollars produced by the 
same millage rate vary drastically. At the same 
time, urban districts would argue that providing 
for a "thorough and efficient’ system of educa- 
tion would also require the state to address the 
special needs that many of their children have, 
ineiuding the need for increased social services 
and support for children raised in urban poverty. 
Opponents of tax increases have always ar- 
qued that increased dollars will not solve the 
problem, and that dollars must be spent more 
efficiently. We do not argue that there is always 
a need'to ensure the efficient expenditure of tax 
dollars. Yet at the same time, our schools in 
many communities are facing problems -/ such 
as, deteriorating buildings; inadequate equip- 
ment, including a lack of computers and other 
more modern learning equipmentin the schools; 
an inability to pay for enrichment programs -- that 
money can solve 
There has been-some discussion of placing 
before the voters a measure adding a penny to 
the state sales tax, and dedicating it for educa- 
tion 
__ This idea, musthe given seri 
by the state's legislators. The future of Ohio as 
an industrial and technical center is tied to the 
future education and productivity of its youth, 
Failing to ensure their future is not penny-wise 
but it is pound-foolish 


Free speech in Cincinnati 


he holiday seasons over, and wilh ithas 
passed one of the most painful displays 
of the period: the ere n of a 10-foot 


cross in Cincinnati's Fountain Square by the Ku 
Klux Klan 


The longstanding debate over such displays 
on public property may be resolved by the City 
of Cincinnati, The city council is looking at ways 
it can legally restrict such offensive displays 
possibly by rejecting permits for unattended dis 
plays. But whatever the outcome of such action 
it iS clear that the debate over the klan’s right to 
place its message of hate on public property will 
not be resolved for time 

The issue of free speech was originally raised 
in Cincinnati when a Jewish group, protesting 
the placement of a manger scene on Fountain 
Square, soughtto receive apermit fora menorah 
display during Hanukkah. The klan sought, and 
received, a pérmit to place the cross on the site 
in response

The klan cross was knocked down and attack- 
ed several times while it was on display. Nine 
persons had been arrested for disturbing the 
cross, and the city had to place a four-foot-high 
barrier around the cross and have 24-hour 
police protection of the vile exhibit 

Itis disappointing and disturbing that a holiday 
season whose central message. is “peace on 
earth, good will toward men" can become cor- 
rupted by the vile hatred of the klan. Itis equally 
disturbing that the.cross -- a symbol of the 
redemptive love of God for mankind -- has been 
turned into asymbol of racism and anti-semitism 
that many feel compelled to spit upon and tear 
down 

What is equally disappointing is that, in the 
name of “free speech," nothing can be done to 
still the unleashing of these violent passions 
particularly at a time whose message calls out 
for universal brotherhood

Governor George .Voinavich 
remembers the story well, even 


the aftermath of a major electoral 
victory for the then-Cleveland 
mayor, he was featured in a news 
magazine with New Jersey Gov. 
Thomas Kean. Their shared feat? 
Both Republicans. they: had been 
elected with. overwhelming Black 
support 
in-1994, the governor willfacea — 1” 
tremendous challenge’ in cunning for re-election,.as 
he is undoubtedly expected to do, he will. certainly be 
attempting to increase the percentage of Black vote 
thal he received in winning a comfortable victory in 
1990 
The modél among Repubticans is certainly Kean 
in 1981, he was elected governor of New Jersey in a 
ow victory over James Florio, and lost-the Black

made a number of key high- ranking Black appoint- 
ments: demonstrated a willingness to aggressively 
promote minority business programs; and. in a highly- 
publicized move. was a leader in encouraging New 
Jersey's state pension funds to divest themselves of 
stocks in companies doing business with South Africa 

Kean's overall stewardship was so poputar in New 
Jersey that he won re-election in 1985 with more than 
70 percent of the vote, But what was stunning was his 
65 percent margin among Black voters -- a margin 
which seemed to indicate that Black voters, al least in 
New Jersey, were willing to cut their long and strong 
ties to Democratic candidates in behalf of a Republican 


who seemed willing to address issues critical lo the * 


Black community. 

Duplicating Kean’s feat will be difficult for Voinovich 
Garnering overwhelming support among white voters 
will be a challenge the history of Ohio's elections is 
that the state is a pretty strong two-party state, with 
neither party usually able to gain much more than 60 
percent of the vote in gubernatorial elections against 
even the weakest opposition 

Neither will (t be easy for the governor to match the 
strong consensus about his leadership that Kean was 
able to gain. While polis have shown that Ohjo's voters 
generally support the job that the governor |s doing. it

against a weak candidate, Gary RUCINI P [s) 
viewed as being sympathetic to the Black c community, 
Also. although Voinovich is.a Republican. the 
Cleveland race is truly nonpartisan; four years later, 
the two run-off finalists, Mike White and George For- 
bes, were both Democrats 

In 1990, Voinovich was viewed as gaining strong 
Black support when he received more than 20 percent 
of the Black vote against Anthony Celebrezze, 
Celebrezze, however, ran a lackluster campaign, and 
did nothing t6 energize Black voters 

In 1994, it is likely that Voinovich’s Black vote will 
depend in large measure on-who the ultimate 
Democratic nominee will be; Three names have 
loomed large in the process -- current Attorney General 
Lee Fisher: Treasurer Mary Ellen Withrow; and former 
governor Richard F. Celeste, Of the three, Fisher and 
Celeste have shown strong vote-getting ability among 
Black voters, while Withrow’s ties to, and identification 
among, Black voters is weak 

For himself, the governor has said his strategy to 
"| go back to some 
advice my father gave"fhe.” Voinovich said, “’What 
we've gol fo do is do a good job in the job you have," 
including "responding to the needs of all the people of 
the state,” and "letting people know you are doing it." 


"Malcolm X" Flops at B.O. 


Never has the U.S. media so 
energetically promoted a commer 
cial movie. Literally. the cover of 
every general market magazine 
hawked "Maieolm X" for the moguls 
at Warner Bros. and director Spike 
Lee 

And, to my knowledge, never 
has a director been so Machiavel- 
lian in the promotion of a Hollywood 
product, To be sure, Lee has suc- 
ceeded where many of us have 
commercially failed: -ButLee's 


desperation to cash in on “X" and with the legacy of a , 


Black icon has revealed his inner motives in a way his 
greatest enemy never could have. 

Spike Lee, on salary to Warner Bros., and not the 
independent he claims to be, went so far as-to ask 
Black children, who need education more than they 
need their mother’s milk, to skip school and bring 
Warner Bros. $5 at the nearest theatre -- allin the name 
of educating them. Leave school to be educated by a 
movie director who can hardly complete a sentence? 

"Shorty The Hustler." as critic Amiri Baraka calls the 
self-promoting Lee, then tried to sell Malcolm as. a 
racial integrationist. in a failed attempt to get Whites to 
buy some Warner Bros, tickets. In addition to getting 
a piece of the action, a huge box office would have

Prison terms 
for bigots who 
offend others? 


What the $105 million settlement of a racial 
discrimination lawsuit against Shoney's Res- 
taurants says about the justice system is that 
you can discriminate, get hit witha judgement 

against you. and go on.about the business of 
making money. It says no matter how perni- 
cious the harm done to the blacks against 
whom the discrimination was aimed, once the 
civil settlement was achieved, "the thing has 
been decided," as they say in.law school 

The founder and principal stockholder of 
Shoney's, Raymond Danner, is said to-have 
made such comments as the Ku Klux Klan 
“are really right" and wanted to find ways to 
contribute money to them. He is also said to 
have gone into a Shoney's Restaurant and 
upon seeing a “larger than usual” number of 
blacks working there, told the manager "you 
have too many niggers working here. If you 
don't fire them, I'll fire you," 

According to Dec. 21 issue of THE WALL 
STREET JOURNAL, in addition to the claims 


isted above. one managersaid her supervisor _ 


- told her to pencil in the “o" in the Shoney's logo 
on applications filed by blacks, so that no 
action could be taken or these applications. 
Also; a former marketing director said that 
applications from blacks were to be sent to 
“File 13," meaning no action was to be taken 
on them, either 


When asked if he made racially derogatory 


statements, Danner didn't deny having done 
so. In fact, there were so many witnesses to 
the. bigotry inherent in the way Shoney's did 
business that the company accepted a settle- 
ment that was the largest such settlement in 
U.S. history, All this in 1992--not 1965, as one 
would assume 

What is a bit puzzling about how this case 
got settled is the comparisons between a dis- 
crimination lawsuit such as the on6.involving 
Shoney's and the slew of inside information 
investigations of the mid-80s. In one case, 
we're talking about a company that is publicly 
owned (Shoney's). In the other case, we're 
talking about individuals that were using infor- 
mation about publicly traded companies for 
their own gain and the gains of their friends 

The likes of Denni$ Levine, Ivan Boesky, 
and others who were found guilty of trading for 
themselves and others on-the basis of inside 
information got fines and prison sentences for 
their misdeeds. Several of them were led 
away from their offices in hand-cuffs. 

What the purveyors of inside information 
were accused of threatened the very integrity 
of the capital markets. In essence, if one class 
of individuals can obtain and trade on informa- 
tion that has not been made available to the 
general public, that class of individuals can 
always dominate the markets. Information is 
just that important to the way business is 
done, Fairness dictates restrictions on such a 
"monopoly," 

By the same token, it would.also seemthat 
if a chairperson of a corporation, especially a 
publicly-traded corporation, is provento have 
maliciously and continuously discriminated 
against a whole class of people, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC) could 
make such offenses punishable by censure; 
expulsion, or’stiff fines. If the offending -com- 
pany then_wants to appeal to the federal 
courts, that option should still be opentto them: 

The role of the SEC in cases of: racial 
discrimination under my proposal would be 
the same as that of the baseball commission 
It would conduct its own investigations and 
execute its own judgments in favor of or 
against companies that must report to it. Cul- 
tural diversity training for key members of the 
exchanges would be a mandatory part of their 
continued participation in the fraternity (or 
sorority) of publicly-traded companies 

What happens at present, apparently, is 
that cases involving racial discrimination are 
left to the courts..Other policing:matiers are 
part and parcel of the way the SEC conducts 
its police business \ 

In order to determine if the markets them- 
selves would "correct" (or discount) the price 
of Shoney's stock as a result of the discrimina- 
tion suit, | did a little price tracking research 
myself, The month the settlement of this case 
was’ announced, the stock price did drop afew 
points. An investment in the stock would not 
hdve been irreparably harmed by the settle- 
ment, though. At least, not at this point 

All of this brings me to a basic philosophical 
statement: government's tole--trade commis- 
sions, included--in the affairs of corporations 
is often different from the purely capitalistic 
function corporations serve in the 
marketplace. When corporations violate prin- 
ciples which have provides the true basis of 
the democratic traditions upon’ which, our 
society is based, not only must the federal 
courts be brought into the regolution of a 
wrong thathas been committed. Trade groups 
themselves should levy their strongest sanc- 
tioris as well Justice demands nojess 


Wages and benefits no 
longer forestall unions

According to Lynn Outwater, marag- 
ing partner in the Pittsburgh law offices 
of Jackson,-Lewis, Schnitzler.& Krup- 
man, wages and benefits are. not the 
major issues any longer to.staying union 
free. Outwater spoke on "Effectively Im- 
plementing a ‘Union No’ Strategy for 
1993-and Beyond.” She told. the par- 

~ticlpants that employees these days are 
being driven to join unions because of 
morse tangible iSsues than wages and 
benefits. These include: 

“A voice.on the job (such as work 
teams) f 

Fair and equal treatment (absence 
of favoritism and politics) 

Job security (reassurance of protec- 
tion trrough programs such as pregnan- 
cy leaves) 

**Respect and dignity (the belief that 
supervisors and managers-listen and 
care about what employees think and 
feel) € 

While wages and benefits are still im- 
portant, these other, more emotional is- 
sues are more important, according to 
Outwater. "The only way you can effec- 


tively stay Union free is to Stay on top of 
these issues," because they are “the 
fueling ground for organizing,” said Out- 
water — — 

She said that employers need to be 
aware that unions are changing their own 
image to respond to the needs of the 
‘90s. She also provided a list of manage- 
ment and supervisory behavior that pro- 
vide a "breeding. grouna" for organizing a 
union. These include 

**Losing your temper in front of 
workers Binns 

*Disgiplining workers in public 

**Agreeing with employees when they 
complain about company problems, but 
professing that you're helpless to do any- 
thing about the problem 

Giving the appearance of percep- 
tion of favoritism 

“Overlooking certain situations when 
communications are absolutely vital 
These situations include: firing a well- 
liked employee, remodeling of a facility, 
a change in employee welfare. 

*Failing to solve small problems 
Neglect of seemingly unimportant is- 
sues--like employee confort--shows a 
lack of interest in employee welfare 


Treasurer’s electronic 


The Ohio General Assembly recently 
approved legislation authorizing the 
Treasurer of the State to collect 
electronic payments for certain taxes, 
Ohio Treasurer Mary Ellen Withrow an- 
nounced 

In a unanimous vote of 31-0 in the 
Ohio Senate and a vote of 83-3 in the 
Ohio House of Representatives, the 
legislature approved Am. Sub. H.B. 740, 
which was sponsored by Rep. Dean 
Conley (0-Columbus). 

“| am very proud of the legislature 
which recognized the need for the 
Treasurer to have electronic funds trans- 
fer for making tax payments, Withrow 
said. “This will allow us to bringin millions 
of dollars each year in a faster and more 
efficient manner. 

“But most importantly, our earning 
potential is greater with millions of dollars 
available for investment more quickly." 

According to the legislation, certain 
taxpayers, such as corporations 
retailers, large employers and public 
utilities, must pay electronically their tax 


funds payment bill passes _ 


payments which surpass a specified 
threshold. Electronic payment is set to 
begin early in calendar year 1994. Earlier 
this year, Withrow created an electronic 
payments unit-which manages the 
dozens of volunteer taxpayers who now 
pay electronically..With the passage of 
this bill, Withrow said she expects many 
more taxpayers to be in,contact with the 
Treasurer before their electronic pay- 
ments become a requirement. 

“| believe Ohio's system of electronic 
tax payments can be one of the most 
cost-efficient in the nation," Withrow said 
Currently, 32 states use some form of 
electronic funds transfer to collect taxes 
in addition, the new law also gives the 
Treasurer of the State and the Depart- 
ment of Taxation the authority to combine 
electronic payments with the electronic 
withholding’ and corporation franchise 
taxes 

When carried through, Ohio will be 
one of the first states to implement 
electronic tax filing

Every individual who files a single tax 
return can Claim a personal exemption of 
$2,300 in 1992, However, no personal 
exemption is allowed to an individual who 
is eligible to be claimed as a dependent 
on’ another taxpayer's (such as a 
parent's) return ves 

A husband and wife who file a joint 
return would normally claim two exemp- 
tions, oné for each spouse. If you were 
divorced or legally separated at the end 
of 1992. you Cannot take an exemption 
for your former spouse. If your spouse 
died during 1992 and you have not 
remarned before the end of the year you 
may still file a-joint return and clair an 
exemption for your spouse for the current 
year - 

«You may also claim an exemption for 
each of your other dependents who was 
alive during some part of 1992. There are 
five tests that an individual must meet to 
qualify as a dependent, 

The. first test is the relationship of the 
individualto the taxpayer. A bidod relative 
or an individual related by marriage 
qualifies. Astep-child, adopted child ora 


foster child who lived in your home. as & 
family Member for the whole year 
qualifies under this tést. A person who 
lives (he entire year in your home as a 
family Member can also be considered a 
dependent if the other four tests are met 
and the relationship does not violate local 
law :

The second test states that if the 
dependent is a married person, he 
or she cannot file a joint return. The 
most.common situation is where a 
parent is claiming a son or daughter 
who-has very little income and was 
recently married and otherwise 
qualifies as a dependent. However, 
if your married dependent and his 
or her spouse aré filing a joint return 
only to get back a refund of their 
income tax withheld, then you may 
claim him or her if the other four 
tests are met 

The third test states that the de- 
pendent must have been a-U:S; 
citizen or resident alien, a resident 
of Canada or Mexico or your 
adopted child who is not a U.S. 
citizen, but who lived with you will 
year in a foreign country. 

The final two tests deal with the 
dependent’s income and a support 
test. The general rule is that the 
dependent’s gross'income from 
taxable sources must be less than 
the $2,300 exemption amount 
Again, there are exceptions to this 
rule if your dependent is your child 
under age 19 at the end of 1992 or 
your child was under age 24 at the 
end of 1992 and qualifies as.a-stu- 
dent

The fifth test is that you provided 
over half the dependent's total sup- 
port during the year, Expenses for 
fodd, shelter, clothing, medical and 
dental care and education are con- 
sidered in determining support. The 
cost of a place to live is determined 
by the fair-rental value of the lodg- 
ing. The cost of a vehicle and other 
transportation expenses may be in- 
Cluded in the calculation to the ex-

support for that individual, you have 
met the support test..

On your tax return you must list 
the full name of the dependent you 
are claiming, the relationship of the 
individual to you and the number of 
months he or she lived in your home 
in 1992.

You-can get a social security 
number by filing Form SS-5 with the 
local Social Security Administration

Be suspicious of promises to 
“get rich quick” or “double your 
money." Also watch out for claims 
of “inside information,” hot tips and 
tumors that supposedly will give 
you-a big advantage. Always 
demand written information about 
the organization behind the invest- 
ment pian and its past track record. 
Ask for a prospectus, offering cir- 
cular, financial statements or other 
similar documents before you even 
consider investing

easily be created, forged or fal-
